There remains several newspaper possibilities, it least one of these is o nrv a i d eiv 
lag paying t>« printer's bill for the advance rights. So, I would appreciate it If 
you would now, promptly, gat that oopy bate. Whan your assistant promised to send 
it promptly I had expected her to do this and 1 had made arrangements for one to 
coos hare and read it.
